Alleged That His Promotion of Stock Sales in the Summit 


Coal Company Was A Fraud. 


DENIAL OF GOAL LAND OWNER. 


Says He Knows Nothing of the Pur- 
' chase of Tracts in West Virginia by 


Proctor—Griglak Convicted—Wash 


. Johnson Case Up Today. 


'Unlontown, March 20.—[Special.!— 


The (.rial ot George H. Proctor, against 
whom six Indictments have been made 
alleging false pretense, was taken up 
Monday afternoon before Judge- Um- 
bel. It was almost three o'clock be- 
fore the trial was opened. 
In the 


present instance Lev! Francis of Un- 
iontown was "the prosecutor. It was 


^alleged that Proctor represented to 


Francis that the Summit Coal Com- 
pany owned 12,000 acres of valuable 
coal land in "West Virginia which had 
been paid for and the deeds turned 
over to that corporation. 
Proctor is 


also alleged to have represented that 
the company had closed a contract 
with the Wilkins Construction Com- 
pany oC Pittsbnrg to sink, shafts and 
commence developments of the prop- 
erty. Francis, it Is alleged, was In- 
duced to, take five scares of stock at 
par value, $100 a shaVe. This ha did, 
and th'e prosecutor alleges that the 
stock was worthless. 


Mr. Francis and B. E. Dillinger, who 


also haa made Information against 
Proctor for tho same thing as Fran- 
cis is suing for, were on tho witness 
stand Monday afternoon. Francis said 
that he met Proctor in Unlontown 
in September. 190G, had some conver- 
sation with him, and that afternoon 
met him and Dillinger In Moser's meat 
market, .where the deal was consum- 
mated. 
Francis said that he gave 


Proctor a note for ?500, which the lat- 
ter collected. Dlllinger substantiated 
this testimony. 


.^__Proctor is making a determined light 


against the~p76sec"ulors, and a brilliant 
array of counsel is conducting the 
fight on both sides, w. E. Crow, A. E. 
Jones and W. C. McKean are repre- 
senting the Commonwealth, while Jas. 
R. Cray ot Unlontown and Charles L. 
Fralley, ono of tho most 
prominent 


attorneys of Washington, D. C., arc 
defending Proctor.

Several witnesses were examined this 
morning. A. D. Wllllums, who is trus- 
tee for tho owners of tho Belton Held 
of coal land In West Virginia, where 
Proctor claimed to have purchased 
for the Summit Coal Company, took 
the. stand and testified that ne had no 


Proctor. He bought stock twice from 
DiHInger direct, and later invested In 
several shares that were owned by O. 
R» Brownfield. Dlllinger also directed 
this deal. E. H. Trader of South Uuiou 
township testlllud that Proctor made 
substantially the saim-. representations 
to him about the luncl that ho did to 
the others. Trader was the last man 
to testify for tho Commonwealth. 


After several papeis were entered 


as evidence by the Commonwealth, At- 
torney Frailoy for the'defense made 
a motion that the court direct a vor- 
dict In favor ot tho defendant, giving 
as his reasons that, tho prosecution 
had failed to make out a case: that 
Instead of lawful money of tho United 
States being exchanged for the, stock 
only notei were received, and that the 
note reached Proctor in Now York 
City, and not in Fayotte county. Tho 
motion was overruled. 


At 11.30 tho defense took up its case. 


Attorney J. R. Cray, in his statement 
to the jury, said 
that 
tho defense 


would endeavor to provo that Proctor 
was acting In good faith when ho or- 
ganized the Summit Coal Company, 
that he had invested his own money 
into tbe project, and had everyone 
concerned acted in tho same good.faith 
the results would have boon iar differ- 
ent. 


Proctor, on the stand, denied that bo 


sold tho stock to Francis directly, and 
declared that the note given by the 
mi chaser was received by him In Now 
York. 
The witness- was not positive 


whether tho note c:\nio through the 
mall or whether it wjis given him by 
Dilllner. who was in Now Yoi It at tho 
time. 
Court adjourned until 1.30 be- 


fore Proctoi completed his testimony.
